MURDERS WIFE AND 


COMMITS SUICIDE 


One of the most horrible tragedies 


ihal was ever enacted in Grand Hap- 
ids occurred last Thursday forenoon 
when William K. Trask shot his wife 
tliru tin; heart and afterward killed 
himself by shooting himself thru the 
head. The weapon used was a dou- 
ble b'arrelled shotgun, and as the 
voman was shot at close range a 
large hole was blown thru her body, 
while the lop of Trusk's head was 
turn away. 


Litllu is known of the cause of the 


tragedy, the only other person in the 
house at the time being Mrs. Whit- 
ney, mother to Mrs. Trask. She was 
tlcnvu stairs ut tho time and Trask 
and his wife were in the upper 
of the building when the in 
Heard a sereiun, followed linn 
attly by a shot, and she iiurrle 
the upper rooms to ilnd out what 
the matter. She was met at the dojr • 
ol tho bedroom by Trask, who had a. 
shotgun in h's hand, and he told her 
to got out, at the same time threaten- 
ing her with the gun. 


Mrs. 
Whitney hurried down stairs 


and started for a neighbor's for as- 
sistance, and when in tho yard she 
heard another shot, which was the 
mil! that killed Trank. Several peo- 
ple responded to her culls for assist- 
ance, but when they arrived on the 
scun« they were timid about enter- 
ing UK; house, not knowing the con- 
dition of affairs. 
In the meantime 


otlicers Payne and Gibson and Dr. 
I'oimunvlle arrived, and these gcn- 
ih'iiien entered the house and found 
both of tho inmates dead. 


.Mrs. Trask was lying on the floor, 


where she had died without a strug- 
gle, 
while Trusk' lay across the bed 


with Hie lop of his head blown off. 
The ceiling and walls were spattered 
with blood, and it was indeed a grue- 
some sight. It was evident that after 
Trask had shot his wife that he had 
placed the muzzle of the gun against 
his own hoad and pulled the trigger 
with liis foot, falling back across the 
bed, and when found was still graBP: 
ing the gun in one hand. 


it is not known what the .circum- 


stances were that led up to the mur- 
der and suicide, but it is known that 
Trask hud been drinking more or 
less for some timo past, and it IB 
.supposed that he was under the Influ- 
ence of liquor when the deed was 
committed. 


Th<! Trusk family moved here a- 


hout the first of September und have 
been making their home on Ninth 
avenue. Before coming here the fam- 
ily 1'ved at Hrokaw where Trask held 
ihe position of bookkeeper "or the 
Paper company at that place. 
He 


huii also lived in other places and 
had been engaged ill business for him 
self and hud been fairly well to dc. 
After leaving his situation at Bro- 
kaw he engaged in ihe insurance 
business, and has engaged in this 
while residing in this city. 
He was 


a imtn 5d years of age and his wife 
was <!«. 
Owing lo Trunk's use. of 


liquor there had been more or less 
i rouble- in tho family, and he 
had 


made several threats of killing, but 
his words were thought to be only 
ihi! result of temporary anger, and no 
attention was ever paid to them. 


There were seven children In the 


family, the two older boys, Frank 
ami I.everne, being employed In the 
paper mill here, Jesse in the paper 
mill at Brokaw, Wilford and Glenn 
work in tho foundry, while the two 
youngest, children, Olive and Allyn, 
were attending school.

WAYS OF PRESSING FLOWERS 


Visitor to Country May With Little 


Trouble Secure Some Interest- 


ing Specimens.

Jikes to press flowers can find no bet- 
ter pressing agent than sheets of 
,new6papers, put under heavy blocks. 


Cut the newspapers into sheets of 


conveniently small size, and make a 
pad of half a dozen of them to put 
'under the flowers, and another to pat 


over them 
Then pile several heavy 


books on them. 
i 


Change the newspaper 
pads two] 


three or four times when the flowers 
are first pressed, as the paper ab- 
sorbs the moisture from the flowers 
and should be changed for dry paper. 


As soon as the flowers are thor- 


oughly dried, they can be mounted on 
sheets of stiff paper or thin 
card- 


board. The best way to mount them 
is to cut narrow strips of court plas- 
ter or passe partout binding and to 
fasten the flowers securely to tha 


cardboard or paper by pasting the 
strips over the stems. 


Yellow and green are the most per- 


sistent colors in flowers. They do not 
fade to any perceptible degree for 
many months. 
White does not fade, 


of course, but it turns brown, and 
red fades rapidly. 
Blue fades, too, 


and lavender and purple combine the 
faults of blue and red.

Change the newspaper pads two, 


three or four times when the flowers 
are first pressed, as the paper ab- 
sorbs the moisture from the flowers 
and should be changed tor dry paper. 


As soon as the flowers are thor- 


oughly dried, they can be mounted on 
sheets of stiff paper or thin card- 
board. The best way to mount them 
is to cut narrow strips of court plas- 
ter or passe partout binding and to 
fasten the flowers securely to the 


cardboard or paper by pasting the 
strips over the stems.

HELPING OUT THE MARKET. 


In some of the southern states they have started a slogan which says, 


"Buy a Bale ot Cotton," and some of the merchants and others actually 
bought a bale of cotton, in some instances placing it in their window or other 
conspicuous place in order, no doubt, to impress the public with their 
philanthropy. The apple growers of the country are suggesting the buy- 
ing of a barrel of apples, and it might be well for the cranberry raisers to 
fupgest buying a quart of cranberries, and for the potato growers to adopt 
a similar slogan concerning potatoes. 


One of the fellows who is not doing any howling about low prices is 


tbo sugar man. He is mum as an oyster, and one feUow suggests tnat we 
use only one lump of sugar in our coffee instead of two, thus cutting down 
the consumption to such an extent that the price of this commodity will 
hit bottom with a thump that the sugar man will remember to the end of 
his days. 


This Is all very well, but if it is a good thing to have cotton high why 


is it not a good thing to have sugar up to the top notch? While the cotton 
raiser may be suffering some hardship on account of the low prices, Is It 
not just as bad for the potato raiser and the fruit man? They all have to 
live, i-.nd the potdLo man and the fruit man often live-i in a country where 
the necessities of life are more urgently needed than they are in the south 
where cotton is raised. 


It is Diobable teat the war has unbili'icel things to such 'in extent 


that many people are inconvenienced to a certain extent, but there is no 
question but what matters will adjust themselves in a very short time, 
and in the meantime there are very few agriculturists who are suffering to 
any great (xifdt. It i:; the city man who is out of a job o n.uvouut of the 
reduction in output in the factories who is the greatest sufferer these days. 


Any of theie commodities are high enough when they get to the mar- 


ket where he has to buy them, and then he often has not the money to buy 
no matter how cheap they may be. 


ACETYLENE LIGHTING SYSTEMS. 


Two recent explosions of acetylene generators, both of which caused 


property loss, and one a lite, lead us to give a warning as to the installa- 
tion and care of these systems. 


The manufacturer and sales agent will say, that "explosions are im- 


possilbe, and neither carelessness nor ignorance makes the machine dan- 
grous." 
This is only selling talk. 
A machine thus guaranteed cost the 


life of a young man last month at Wilmot, in this state. 


When the system is properly installed and cared for, acetylene gives a 


perfect, brilliant and steady light. 
As electricity and gas from central 


stations cannot be had in the country, acetylene lighting systems are often 
found in farm homes and country hotels, and we have no desire to discour- 
age the use of these lighting; systems, and do not claim that they are fraught 
with more danger than gasoline lighting systems, but we want people to 
realize that acetylene gas is highly explosive, and that calcium carbide also 
is dangerous unless kept dry. 


The purchaser of such a system should make sure that the system has 


been tested and approved by, and bears the label of the Underwriters La- 
boratories. 


The main danger of explosion is at the generator tank; so it is impor- 


tant, that this tank be kept in a separate, outside building, and not in the 
basement of the main building, where an explosion is certain to destroy the 
building and to endanger the lives of the occupants. 


The building in which the generator is installed should be well lighted 


and ventilated. No artificial light or fire should be within fifteen feet of the 
generator. The use of any candle, lantern, lamp, match or other open light 
near a generator should never be permitted! 


The generator should be charged by daylight only, at regular intervals 


and never by a novice. Before charging the generator, carefully clean out 
the genrator chamber and remove all residuum. Do not place this in sewer 
pipes or keep it in garbage cans or wooden receptacles or near any combus- 
tible or inflammable materials. 


The carbide container should never be filled over the mark designated, 


thus making allowance for expansion. 


When recharging the proper supply of fresh, clear water should be put 


Into the tank. 


The building in which the generator is installed should be heated by 


steam or hot water, if possible. The room must be safe from freezing. 


The presence of pungent odors, or a flickering, irregular flame or hiss- 


ing sound at the burner means trouble, and should be investigated at once 
by one who understands the system. 


Calcium carbide should be bought in metal drums only, of not over one 


hundred pounds capacity, and not more than one drum should be opened at 
the same time. The carbide drums also should be be stored in an outside 
building, which is always dry, waterproof and well ventilated. They should 
not be kept in the building where the generator is. It is well to raise the 
drums from the floor by supports so that the air can circulate under them, 
and that they may not come in contact with damp floors. 


Consider this danger to human life and property and let your motto 


always be: SAFETY FIRST.

The State High-way Commission 


has completed its allotment of state 
road funds for construction in 1915 
and has notified the various county 
boards of the amount available for 
each county. Applications for state 
aid registered with the Commission 
called for the sum of about $1,350,- 
000 in state aid, but before the dis- 
tribution was made 
the 
Supreme 


court decided that 
the 
so-called 


"force clause" of the state aid law 
was unconstitutional, thus causing all 
requests for state aid initiated under 
this provision of the law to be thrown 
out. The valid applications for state 
aid remaining amounted to $1,206,- 
221, and inasmuch as the state high- 
way appropriation for 
next 
year 


amounts to $1,250,000 (fl,000,000 
provided by direct tax, $200,000 from 
the general fund of the State and 
$50,000 from automobile licenses), 
every unit of government in the State 
will receive the full state aid peti- 
tioned for 1915, this being the first 
time that state aid has been paid yi 
full except in 1913 when the legis- 
lature made an extra appropriation 
to cover all applications in full. 


Considering 
all conditions, 
the 


votes for next year are very heavy 
and indicate that the people.of the 
state are determined to have good 
roads in spite of the increase in 
taxes caused by the road movement. 
It indicates further that, in general, 
the work of state aid road construc- 
tion must meet the approval of the ] 
people of the state.

weather it, not too cold. A three to 
five per cent solution of carbolic acid 
is a good disinfectant. 
Most of the 


coal tar solutions are good. 


Forty-eight of the cows shown at 


the National Dairy Show have had 
the disease but all have recovered so 
far.

ing of milk and other serious effects 
tliat lollow, 'n many cases.

Kxten.sive experiments in Tex 
as and Carolina show that where fed 
dry to hogs X7 per cent died, when 
roasted seed was fed 75 percent died 
when bailed seed was led 50 per coiil 
If the seed was boiled and left to sour 
for several day.s there was not great 
danger. 
In this case only about two 


hogs out ot one hundred would die. 
With these facts in mind 1 believe it 
is safest to ieed none whatever to 
hogs. The effect on calves seems to 
be still worse.

He is mum as an oyster, and one fellow suggests that we 


use only one lump of sugar in our coffee instead of two, thus cutting down 
the consumption to such an extent that the price of this commodity will 
hit bottom with a thump that the sugar man will remember to the end of 


This Is all very well, but if It is a good thing to have cotton high why 


is it not a good thing to have sugar up to the top notch? While the cotton 
raiser may be suffering some hardship on account of the low prices, is It 
not just as bad for the potato raiser and the fruit man? They all have to 
live iMid the potato mar and the fruit man often live:--, in a country where 
the'necessities of life are more urgently needed than they are in the south 
where cotton is raised.

that many people are inconvenienced to a certain extent, but there is no 
question but what matters will adjust themselves in a very short time, 
and in the meantime there are very few agriculturists who are suffering to 
uny gTfftl e-xic-at.

ACETYLENE LIGHTIXG SYSTEMS. 


Two recent explosions of acetylene generators, both of which caused 


property loss, and one a life, lead us to give a warning as to the installa- 
tion and care of these systems. 


The manufacturer and sales agent will say, that "explosions are im- 


possilbe and neither carelessness nor ignorance makes the machine dan- 
grous." ' This is only selling, talk. 
A machine thus guaranteed cost the 


life of a young man last month at Wilmot, in this state. 


When the system is properly installed and cared for, acetylene giv.es a 


perfect 
brilliant and steady light. 
As electricity and gas from central 


stations cannot be had In the country, acetylene lighting systems are often 
found in farm homes and country hotels, and we have no desire to discour- 
age the use of these lighting systems, and do not claim that they are fraught 
with more danger than gasoline lighting systems, but we want people to 
realize that acetylene gas is highly explosive, and that calcium carbide also 
is dangerous unless kept dry. 


The purchaser of such a system should make sure that the system has 


been tested and approved by, and bears the label of the Underwriters La- 
boratories. 


The main danger of explosion is at the generator tank; so it is impor- 


tant that this tank be kept in a separate, outside building, and not in the 
basement of the main building, where an explosion is certain to destroy the 
building and to endanger the lives of the occupants. 


The building in which the generator is installed should be well lighted 


and ventilated. No artificial light or fire should be within fifteen feet of the 
generator. The use of any candle, lantern, lamp, match or other open light 
near a generator should never be permitted] 


The generator should be charged by daylight only, at regular intervals 


and never by a novice. 
Before charging the generator, carefully clean out 


the genrator chamber and remove all residuum. Do not place this in sewer 
pipes or keep it in garbage cans or wooden receptacles or near any combus- 
tible or inflammable materials. 


The carbide container should never be filled over the mark designated, 


thus making allowance for expansion. 


When recharging the proper supply of fresh, clear water should be put 


into the tank. 


The building in which the generator Is installed should be heated by 


iteam or hot water, if possible. The room must be safe from freezing. 


The presence of pungent odors, or a flickering, irregular flame or hiss- 


ing sound at the burner means trouble, and should be investigated at once 
by one who understands the system. 


Calcium carbide should be bought in metal drums only, of not over one 


nundred pounds capacity, and not more than one drum should be opened at 
the same time. The carbide drums also should be be stored in an outside 
building, which is always .dry, waterproof and well ventilated. They should 
not be kept in the building where the generator is. It Is well to raise the 
drums from the floor by supports so that the air can circulate under them, 
and that they may not come in contact with damp floors.

Mission That

As I have told you, I entered the 


German secret service through the 
admiralty department, the chief of 
which was Captain von Tappken. In 
July, 190o, there came a hurried sum- 
mons from Captain von Tappken for 
•me to report at Koeniggratzerstrasse 
TO. I lost no time in getting around, 
nor did I have to wait to be ushered 
up. 
I was shown direct to the cap-

The Invaluable Kim.

quite in keeping with my assumed 
character.

A Certain Mile. Balniaux. 


Now I noticed that a certain Mile. 


Balniaux was very much in the com- 
pany of Abdulla, who was at that time 
the influential adviser of the Grand 
Vizier. It was known in Berlin that 
the Grand Vizier had lately become 
very deaf and antagonistic to German 
influence. 
The Wilhelmstrasse knew 


that France and Russia were at work, 
but were in the dark as to the chan- 
nels. Therefore I sent Kim to ascer- 
tain if Mile.

I 
told him to learn the exact hour of 
arrival 
in each instance and the 


length of the visits.

Either he must pay 
the debt- or be transferred to some 
dreary interior post, an'! a Turk who 
has been in the gay life of Constanti- 
nople would rather commit suicide 
than go to any inland garrison. Those 
women then pay the debts, exacting 
state secrets as the price of their 
timely assistance. 
.Abdulla. therefore, might only be 
one of these hangers-on. 
Kim estab- 


lished connections with J.Ille. Balni- 
aux's household and soon I had the re- 
quired information. 
He brought me 


letters and scraps of paper that Mile. 
Baliriaux's dark skinned servants had 
stolen for him. 
He supplemented 


this by conversations that the ser- 
vants had overheard and told to Kim. 
All this showed me that more by good 
luck 1 had stumbled upon the hotbed 
of the prime mover of the whole in- 
trigue, Mile. Balniaux.

not the slightest hope of intimidating 
or buying over this particular lady's 
allegiance.

n French and Russian pay were cor- 
upting the higher Turkish officials to 
heir cause. All these things I includ- 
ed in my report and after four months 


was back In Berlin. 
•What the Kaiser Set Out to Do. 
To better understanding the diplo- 


natic significance of this mission, I 
shall recast the political situation. The 
nodern German policy in the European 
Orient, inaugurated by Bismarck as a 
defense and check against Russia, lias 
always been keen on the friendship and 
good will of the Turk for reasons which 
will be obvious enough later. During 
he Caprivi chancellorship, the relation 
>etween the two empires became 
rather lax. Wilhelm II, with his keen 
farsightedness, set about to remedy 
this. In his usual spectacular, but In 
most cases efficient, manner he went 
with his royal consort in state to 
Palestine, calling first on the Sultan. 
The tremendously enthusiastic recep- 
lon that the Moslem countries ac- 
corded him is a matter of conteniBor- 
ary history. This was really a master 
stroke of diplomacy although sharply 
criticized at the time. 


Until the kaiser's visit, France, with 


more or less right, considered herself 
protector general of all Mohammed- 
ans. 
From now on this began to 


change. The immediate result of the 
emperor's visit was a Close under- 
standing between tho Wilhelmstrasse 
and the Sublime Porte. The uuyiug 
of vast quantities of guns, ammuni- 
tion, and the influx of Prussian offi- 
cers and drilling instructors, besides 
huge orders of all sorts ot German 
goods was significant. 


The 
always' uneasy jealousy of 


France and Russia was at once 
aroused, England, in this instance, not 
taking any stand in affairs. 
England 


had spent, many lives and much 
money, notably in the Crimean war, 
to keep Russia out of Turkey and was 
averse to encouraging Russo-French 
influences at the Sublime Porte. How 
far England would like either Ger- 
many or France to acquire control of 
the Dardanelles remains to be seen. 
With Russia, it has been bloody wars 
and grim struggles since the days of 
Catherine the Great to gain control 
of the Dardanelles. 
Unceasing in- 


trigues have been and are still go- 
ing on at Stamboul. 
Russia's influ- 


ence has been steadily undermined 
by Germany, in Turkey and Asia 
Minor. 


The Result of My Mission. 


Germany, always including Austria 


(the external policy of both countries 
on all these questions is synonymous), 
found French-Russian influences at 
work. 
Through their marvelous, effi- 


cient intelligence system 
Germanj 


soon learned who were the prime mov- 
ers and puppets; in this instance the 
grand vizier and the seraglio officers; 
the then sultan, Abdul Hamid, "Tho 
Damned," being completely cowed and 
under the thumb of his grand vizier, 
could not be relied on for a moment.

German regained compk-te sway and 
is today easily the most powerful in- 
fluence in Turkey.

Three years later I found the same

GERMAN 
CAPITAL POUR TIMES 


OCCUPIED BY ENEMY. 


Moit Seven Blow Wai During th* 


Thirty Year*' War—Captured by 


the Auitrlan* In 1757—When 
\ 


Napoleon Entered. 


Of the capitals ot the nations now »fc 


war in Europe, Uerl'n. in times past, 
has suffered most at the hands of for- 
eign troops. 


In all warfare, the capital of th» 


country invaded is usually the object- 
ive of the hostile action. Our own cap- 
ital at Washington suffered at tha 
hands of the British In the war of 1812. 
Since 1448 Berlin has been the seat oC 
the Hohenzollerns and has been occu- 
pied four times by the forces of an In- 
vading enemy. 


During the Thirty year*' war the- 


city was practically razed to tn» 
ground. About one hundred years la- 
ter, in 1767, It was taken by the Au«- 
trlans. They did no harm to th« city, 
as they received a ransom of 1,600,000 
thalers—about $1,12G,000. 


At the end of the disastrous Jena 


campaign the capital ot Germany fell 
into the hands of the French In 1806. 
It was occupied by the troops of Na- 
poleon for two years. When Prussia, 
and Russia allied in 1812 Berlin wa» 
again taken by the "Little Corporal" 
and was held for a year. 


Next to Berlin Paris has suffered 


most at the hands of hostile troops. 
In March, 1814, tho allied armies 
which had opposed Napoleon took the 
capital of Franco and held it for two 
months. A year later, at the end ot 
tho Hundred Days, the. city again fell 
into the hands of the enemy.- 


Tho Germans were anxious to blow 


up (he Arch do Triomphe, which cele- 
brated the victory ot tho French at 
Jena, hut tho Brilsh were opposed to 
it and saved the arc);.

1870 Paris was again occupcd t>y lios- 
tllo troops. This time much damage 
was done to the city. Many of the prin- 
cipal buildings wefo destroyed or 
burned, and for several months the 
fortifications around the city were 
held by the kaiser's soldiers, 


Since it became tho capital of Kn«t- 


land, London has never been occupied, 
by foreign troops, nor even hns been 
threatened by them. It was held by 
Danish und Roman invaders before 
England, M a nation, came Into exist- 
encc. But sinco the time of the Nor- 
mans the English capital has never 
been threatened. 


Before the present struggle Brussels 


had not been hold by foreign troops, as 
the integrity of Belgium was pre- 
served in the struggle of 1870. 


St. Petersburg, or Petrograd, as ft is 


now called, has been too far removed 
from tho center of activities in Euro- 
pean warfare to have suffered at tha 
hands of an invading enemy. 


Moscow han been tho objective point 


of troops invading Russia. In 1571 and 
151)1 it was taken by the Tartars of tho 
Crimea and destroyed. In 1K12 Napo- 
leon made it the object of his Invasion 
of Russia and aided In Its destruction, 
although the Kuwiann themselves bad 
done much to.destroy the city before 
the encinv arrived.
